markable feature In the maoner the Republi-
cans here receive the electlon news from Oulo
is the coincidence of thelr views asg to the cause
of their defeat.  All the blame is lald upoun the
amendment to the State Coustitution. One
prominent radieal was heard to exclaim, “That
unfortunute amendment! in its fall It has torn
down with it the Repablican party.” Another
said that negro su r}ge was rapidly drifting
towards breakers, and the Republican party
ouu_h:{ to save itself by cutting loose [rom toe
wrek,

Most of the radicals, however, accept the re-
verse with great good humor, although evi-
(I('nlldv reatly astounded by the msngnitude ol
the defeat, which seems to have boen totally
unexpected to even those politicians who are
best informed, The attempt of those who fur-
nished n large proportion of the despatches an-
nouncing the progress of the elections in Penn-
sylvania und Ohio, to identity the present Demo-
cratic party with the old disunion Copperhead
Bm , by alluding to the Republican party as
hie Union party, met with severe condemnation
among many of the conservutive Republicans
here, They were indignaat at the Injustice of
the terms. The results of the elections just oyer
are not regarded by them as triumphs for the
Democratic party, nor as indicating that the
people mean 1o support the line of polioy
adopted by the President, but asmanlrgstinu
the aisapprobation of the country at the course
lately pursued by Congress in the matter of re-
construction,

Another marked feature of the resnlts of the
election, is the evident desire of the Democrats
fo avold the President, and to mounopolize il
the honor and credit of the victories to them-
selyes, Preparations have, however, been made
for a gerennde to the Presldent to-morrow,
under the aospices of the Conservative Army
and Navy Union, presided over by Col, O'Bierne.
